Making appropriations for the Department of the Interior
and related agencies for the fiscal year ending September

30, 1998, and for other purposes.

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-

2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
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That the following sums are appropriated, out of any
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the
fiscal year ending September 30, 1998, and for other pur-
poses, namely:

TITLE I—DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR
BUREAU OF LAND MANAGEMENT
MANAGEMENT OF LANDS AND RESOURCES

For expenses necessary for protection, use, improve-
ment, development, disposal, cadastral surveying, classi-
fication, acquisition of easements and other interests in
lands, and performance of other functions, including main-
tenance of facilities, as authorized by law, in the manage-
ment of lands and their resources under the jurisdiction
of the Bureau of Liand Management, including the general
administration of the Bureau, and assessment of mineral
potential of public lands pursuant to Public Law 96-487
(16 U.S.C. 3150(a)), (1)$581591660 $578,851,000, to
remain available until expended, of which $2,043,000 shall
be available for assessment of the mineral potential of
public lands in Alaska pursuant to section 1010 of Public
Law 96-487 (16 U.S.C. 3150); and of which $3,000,000
shall be derived from the special receipt account estab-
lished by the Land and Water Conservation Act of 1965,
as amended (16 U.S.C. 460l-6a(i)); and of which
$1,500,000 shall be available in fiscal year 1998 subject
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to a match by at least an equal amount by the National
Fish and Wildlife Foundation, to such Foundation for
challenge cost share projects supporting fish and wildlife
conservation affecting Bureau lands; in  addition,

tion program operations, to remain available until ex-
pended, to be reduced by amounts collected by the Bureau
and credited to this appropriation from annual mining
claim fees so as to result in a final appropriation estimated
at not more than (3)$584:591600 $578,851,000; and in
addition, not to exceed $5,000,000, to remain available
until expended, from annual mining claim fees; which shall
be credited to this account for the costs of administering
the mining claim fee program, and $2,000,000 from com-
munication site rental fees established by the Bureau for
the cost of administering communication site activities:
Provided, That appropriations herein made shall not be
available for the destruction of healthy, unadopted, wild
horses and burros in the care of the Bureau or its contrac-
tors.

ing without cost from funds available from this appropria-
tion.
CENTRAL HAZARDOUS MATERIALS FUND

For necessary expenses of the Department of the In-
terior and any of its component offices and bureaus for
the remedial action, including associated activities, of haz-
ardous waste substances, pollutants, or contaminants pur-
suant to the Comprehensive Environmental Response,
Compensation and Liability Act, as amended (42 U.S.C.
9601 et seq.), (6)$12:600;600 $£14,900,000, to remain
available until expended: Provided, That notwithstanding
31 U.S.C. 3302, sums recovered from or paid by a party
in advance of or as reimbursement for remedial action or
response activities conducted by the Department pursuant
to section 107 or 113(f) of such Act, shall be credited to
this account to be available until expended without further
appropriation: Provided further, That such sums recovered
from or paid by any party are not limited to monetary
payments and may include stocks, bonds or other personal

PAYMENTS IN LIEU OF TAXES

For expenses necessary to implement the Act of Octo-
ber 20, 1976, as amended, (31 U.S.C. 6901-6907),

$400,000 shall be available for administrative expenses:
Provided, That no payment shall be made to otherwise eli-
oible units of local government if the computed amount
of the payment is less than $100.

LAND ACQUISITION

For expenses necessary to carry out sections 205,
206, and 318(d) of Public Liaw 94-579, including admin-
istrative expenses and acquisition of lands or waters, or
interests therein, (9)$1+2:600:660 $8,600,000, to be de-
rived from the Land and Water Conservation Fund, to
remain available until expended.

OREGON AND CALIFORNIA GRANT LANDS

For expenses necessary for management, protection,
and development of resources and for construction, oper-
ation, and maintenance of access roads, reforestation, and
other improvements on the revested Oregon and California
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Railroad grant lands, on other Federal lands in the Or-
egon and California land-grant counties of Oregon, and
on adjacent rights-of-way; and acquisition of lands or in-
terests therein including existing connecting roads on or
adjacent to such grant lands; $101,406,000, to remain
available until expended: Provided, That 25 per centum
of the aggregate of all receipts during the current fiscal
vear from the revested Oregon and California Railroad
orant lands is hereby made a charge against the Oregon
and California land-grant fund and shall be transferred
to the General Fund in the Treasury in accordance with
the second paragraph of subsection (b) of title II of the
Act of August 28, 1937 (50 Stat. 876).
(10)FOREST ECOSYSTEMS HEALTH AND RECOVERY
(REVOLVING FUND, SPECIAL ACCOUNT)

In addition to the purposes authorized in Public Law
102-381, funds made available in the Forest FKcosystem
Health and Recovery Fund can be used for the purpose of
planning, preparing, and monitoring salvage timber sales
and forest ecosystem health and recovery activities such as
release from competing vegetation and density control treat-
ments. The Federal share of receipts derived from treat-
ments funded by this account shall be deposited into the

Forest Ecosystem Health and Recovery Fund.
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RANGE IMPROVEMENTS

For rehabilitation, protection, and acquisition of
lands and interests therein, and improvement of Federal
rangelands pursuant to section 401 of the Federal Land

pended: Provided, That notwithstanding any provision to
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the contrary of section 305(a) of Public Law 94-579 (43

U.S.C. 1735(a)), any moneys that have been or will be
received pursuant to that section, whether as a result of
forfeiture, compromise, or settlement, if not appropriate
for refund pursuant to section 305(c) of that Act (43
U.S.C. 1735(¢)), shall be available and may be expended
under the authority of this Act by the Secretary to im-
prove, protect, or rehabilitate any public lands adminis-
tered through the Bureau of Land Management which
have been damaged by the action of a resource developer,
purchaser, permittee, or any unauthorized person, without
regard to whether all moneys collected from each such ac-
tion are used on the exact lands damaged which led to
the action: Provided further, That any such moneys that
are in excess of amounts needed to repair damage to the
exact land for which funds were collected may be used to
repair other damaged public lands.
MISCELLANEOUS TRUST FUNDS

In addition to amounts authorized to be expended
under existing laws, there is hereby appropriated such
amounts as may be contributed under section 307 of the
Act of October 21, 1976 (43 U.S.C. 1701), and such
amounts as may be advanced for administrative costs, sur-
veys, appraisals, and costs of making conveyances of omit-
ted lands under section 211(b) of that Act, to remain

available until expended.

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS

No funds appropriated to the Forest Service shall be
transferred to the Working Capital Fund of the Depart-
ment of Agriculture without the approval of the Chief of
the Forest Service.

Notwithstanding any other provision of the law, any
appropriations or funds available to the Forest Service
may be used to disseminate program information to pri-

vate and public individuals and organizations through the
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use of nonmonetary items of nominal value and to provide
nonmonetary awards of nominal value and to incur nec-
essary expenses for the nonmonetary recognition of private
individuals and organizations that make contributions to
Forest Service programs.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, money
collected, in advance or otherwise, by the Forest Service
under authority of section 101 of Public Law 93-153 (30
U.S.C. 185(1)) as reimbursement of administrative and
other costs incurred in processing pipeline right-of-way or
permit applications and for costs incurred in monitoring
the construction, operation, maintenance, and termination
of any pipeline and related facilities, may be used to reim-
burse the applicable appropriation to which such costs
were originally charged.

Funds available to the Forest Service shall be avail-
able to conduct a program of not less than $1,000,000
for high priority projects within the scope of the approved
budget which shall be carried out by the Youth Conserva-
tion Corps as authorized by the Act of August 13, 1970,
as amended by Public Law 93—408.

None of the funds available in this Act shall be used
for timber sale preparation using clearcutting in hardwood
stands n excess of 25 percent of the fiscal year 1989 har-

vested volume in the Wayne National Forest, Ohio: Pro-
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vided, That this limitation shall not apply to hardwood

stands damaged by natural disaster: Provided further,
That landscape architects shall be used to maintain a vis-
ually pleasing forest.

Any money collected from the States for fire suppres-
sion assistance rendered by the Forest Service on non-
Federal lands not in the vicinity of National Forest Sys-
tem lands shall be used to reimburse the applicable appro-
priation and shall remain available until expended as the
Secretary may direct in conducting activities authorized
by 16 U.S.C. 2101 note, 2101-2110, 1606, and 2111.

Of the funds available to the Forest Service, $1,500
is available to the Chief of the Forest Service for official
reception and representation expenses.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the For-
est Service is authorized to employ or otherwise contract
with persons at regular rates of pay, as determined by the
Service, to perform work occasioned by emergencies such
as fires, storms, floods, earthquakes or any other unavoid-
able cause without regard to Sundays, Federal holidays,
and the regular workweek.

To the greatest extent possible, and in accordance
with the Final Amendment to the Shawnee National For-
est Plan, none of the funds available in this Act shall be

used for preparation of timber sales using clearcutting or
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other forms of even aged management in hardwood stands
in the Shawnee National Forest, Illinois.

Pursuant to sections 405(b) and 410(b) of Public
Law 101-593, of the funds available to the Forest Service,
up to (96)%$2:6606:866 $2,500,000 may be advanced in a
lump sum as Federal financial assistance to the National
Forest Foundation, without regard to when the Founda-
tion 1incurs expenses, for administrative expenses or
projects on or benefitting National Forest System lands
or related to Forest Service programs: Provided, That of
the Federal funds made available to the Foundation, no
more than (97)$560;600 $1,000,000 shall be available for
administrative expenses: Provided further, That the Foun-
dation shall obtain, by the end of the period of Federal
financial assistance, private contributions to match on at
least one-for-one basis funds made available by the Forest
Service: Provided further, That the Foundation may trans-
fer Federal funds to a recipient of Federal financial assist-
ance for a project at the same rate that the recipient has
obtained the non-Federal matching funds: Provided fur-
ther, That hereafter, the National Forest Foundation may
hold Federal funds made available but not immediately
disbursed and may use any interest or other investment
income earned (before, on, or after the date of enactment

of this Act) on Federal funds to carry out the purposes
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of Public Law 101-593: Provided further, That such in-

vestments may be made only in interest-bearing obliga-
tions of the United States or in obligations guaranteed as
to both principal and interest by the United States.

Pursuant to section 2(b)(2) of Public Law 98-244,
up to $2,000,000 of the funds available to the Forest
Service shall be available for matching funds, as author-
ized by 16 U.S.C. 3701-3709, and may be advanced in
a lump sum as Federal financial assistance, without re-
card to when expenses are incurred, for projects on or ben-
efitting National Forest System lands or related to Forest
Service programs: Provided, That the Foundation shall ob-
tain, by the end of the period of Federal financial assist-
ance, private contributions to match on at least one-for-
one basis funds advanced by the Forest Service: Provided
Sfurther, That the Foundation may transfer Federal funds
to a recipient of Federal financial assistance for a project
at the same rate that the recipient has obtained the non-
Federal matching funds.

Funds appropriated to the Forest Service shall be
available for interactions with and providing technical as-
sistance to rural communities for sustainable rural devel-
opment purposes.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 80 per-

cent of the funds appropriated to the Forest Service in
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the “National Forest System” and ‘“Reconstruction and
Construction” accounts and planned to be allocated to ac-
tivities under the “Jobs in the Woods” program for
projects on National Forest land in the State of Washing-
ton may be granted directly to the Washington State De-
partment of Kish and Wildlife for accomplishment of
planned projects. Twenty percent of said funds shall be
retained by the Forest Service for planning and admin-
istering projects. Project selection and prioritization shall
be accomplished by the Forest Service with such consulta-
tion with the State of Washington as the Forest Service
deems appropriate.

Funds appropriated to the Forest Service shall be
available for payments to counties within the Columbia
River Gorge National Scenic Area, pursuant to sections
14(c)(1) and (2), and section 16(a)(2) of Public Law 99—
663.

Any funds available to the Forest Service may be
used for retrofitting the Commanding Officer’s Building
(S5-2), to accommodate the relocation of the Forest Super-
visor’s Office for the San Bernardino National Forest:
Provided, That funds for the move must come from funds
otherwise available to Region 5: Provided further, That

any funds to be provided for such purposes shall only be
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available upon approval of the House and Senate Commit-
tees on Appropriations.

The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to enter
into grants, contracts, and cooperative agreements as ap-
propriate with the Pinchot Institute for Conservation, as
well as with public and other private agencies, organiza-
tions, institutions, and individuals, to provide for the de-
velopment, administration, maintenance, or restoration of
land, facilities, or Forest Service programs, at the Grey
Towers National Historic Landmark: Provided, That, sub-
ject to such terms and conditions as the Secretary of Agri-
culture may prescribe, any such public or private agency,
organization, institution, or individual may solicit, accept,
and administer private gifts of money and real or personal
property for the benefit of, or in connection with, the ac-
tivities and services at the Grey Towers National Historie
Landmark: Provided further, That such gifts may be ac-
cepted notwithstanding the fact that a donor conducts

business with the Department of Agriculture in any capac-

ity.
Funds appropriated to the Forest Service shall be
available, as determined by the Secretary, for payments

to Del Norte County, California, pursuant to sections
13(e) and 14 of the Smith River National Recreation Area

Act (Public Law 101-612).

timber manufacturing facilities, as well as the
Federal timber sourcing patterns for the timber
manufacturing facilities of other persons in the
same local vicinity of the applicant, and the rel-
ative similarity of such Federal timber sourcing
patterns. Private timber sourcing patterns shall
not be a factor in such determinations in States
other than Idaho.

“(D) AREA NOT INCLUDED.—In deciding
whether to approve or disapprove an applica-
tion, the Secretary shall not—

“(1) consider land located in the north-

western private timber open market area; or
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“(11) condition approval of the appli-
cation on the inclusion of any such land in
the applicant’s sourcing area, such land
being includable in the sourcing area only
to the extent requested by the applicant.”;

(D) in paragraph (4), in the paragraph
heading, by inserting ‘for sourcing areas for
processing facilities located outside the mnorth-
western private timber open market area’”; after
“application”;

(E) in paragraph (5), in the paragraph
heading, by inserting ‘for sourcing areas for
processing  facilities located outside the mnorth-
western private timber open market area’”; after
“Determinations’; and

(F) by adding at the end the following:

“(6) SOURCING AREAS FOR PROCESSING FACILI-

TIES LOCATED IN THE NORTHWESTERN PRIVATE TIM-

BER OPEN MARKET AREA—

“(A) ESTABLISHMENT.— In the northwest-
ern private timber open market area—

“(B) TRANSITION.—With respect to a por-

tion of a sourcing area established before the date

of enactment of this paragraph that contains

Federal timber under contract before that date

and s outside the boundary of a new sourcing

area established under subparagraph (A)—

“(1) that portion shall continue to be a
sourcing area only until unprocessed Fed-
eral timber from the portion is no longer in
the possession of the sourcing area holder;
and

“(11) unprocessed timber from private
land wn that portion shall be exportable 1m-
mediately after unprocessed timber from
Federal land in the portion is no longer in

the possession of the sourcing area holder.

“(7) RELINQUISHMENT AND TERMINATION OF

SOURCING AREAS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL—A sourcing area may be

relinquished at any time.
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“(B) EFFECTIVE DATE.—A relinquishment
of a sourcing area shall be effective as of the date
on which written notice s provided by the
sourcing area holder to the Regional Forester
with jurisdiction over the sowrcing area where
the processing facility of the holder is located.

SEc. 701. SHORT TrrLE. This title may be cited as

the “Miccosukee Settlement Act of 19977

SEc. 702. CONGRESSIONAL FINDINGS. Congress finds

(1) There is pending before the Unated States
District Court for the Southern District of Florida a
lawsuwit by the Miccosukee Tribe that involves the tak-
g of certain tribal lands in connection with the con-
struction of highway Interstate 75 by the Florida De-
partment of Transportation.

(2) The pendency of the lawsuit referred to in
paragraph (1) clouds title of certain lands used in the
maintenance and operation of the highway and
hinders proper planning for future maintenance and
operations.

(3) The Florida Department of Transportation,
with the concurrence of the Board of Trustees of the
Internal Improvements Trust Fund of the State of
Florida, and the Miccosukee Tribe have executed an
agreement for the purpose of resolving the dispute and
settling the lawsuit.

(4) The agreement referred to in paragraph (3)
requires the consent of Congress in connection with

contemplated land transfers.
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(5) The Settlement Agreement is in the interest
of the Miccosukee Tribe, as the Tribe uill receive cer-
tain monetary payments, new reservation lands to be
held in trust by the United States, and other benefits.

(6) Land received by the United States pursuant
to the Settlement Agreement is in consideration of
Miccosukee Indian Reservation lands lost by the
Miccosukee Tribe by virtue of transfer to the Florida
Department of Transportation under the Settlement
Agreement.

(7) The Unated States lands referred to in para-
graph (6) will be held wn trust by the United States
Jor the use and benefit of the Miccosukee Tribe as
Maiccosukee Indian Reservation lands in compensation
Jor the consideration given by the Tribe in the Settle-
ment Agreement.

(8) Congress shares with the parties to the Settle-
ment Agreement a desire to resolve the dispute and
settle the lawsuat.

SEC. 703. DEFINITIONS. In this title:

(1) BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE INTERNAL IM-
PROVEMENTS TRUST FUND.—The term “Board of
Trustees of the Internal Improvements Trust Fund”
means the agency of the State of Florida holding legal

title to and responsible for trust administration of
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certarn lands of the State of Florida, consisting of the

Governor, Attorney General, Commissioner of Agri-
culture, Commassioner of Education, Controller, Sec-
retary of State, and Treasurer of the State of Florida,
who are Trustees of the Board.

(2) FLORIDA DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPOR-
TATION.—The term “Florida Department of Trans-
portation” means the executive branch department
and agency of the State of Florida that—

(A) 1s responsible for the construction and
maintenance of surface vehicle roads, existing
pursuant to section 20.23, Florida Statutes; and

(B) has the authority to execute the Settle-
ment Agreement pursuant to section 334.044,
Florida Statutes.

(3) Lawsurr—The term “lawsuit” means the
action in the Unated States District Court for the
Southern District of Florida, entitled Muiccosukee
Tribe of Indians of Florida v. State of Florida and
Florida Department of Transportation. et al., docket
No. 91-285—-Civ—Paine.

(4) MI1cCOSUKEE LANDS.—The term “Miccosukee

lands” means lands that are—
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(A) held in trust by the United States for

the use and benefit of the Miccosukee Tribe as
Miccosukee Indian Reservation lands; and
(B) identified pursuant to the Settlement

Agreement for transfer to the Florida Depart-

ment of Transportation.

(5) MICCOSUKEE TRIBE; TRIBE.—The terms
“Miccosukee Tribe” and “Tribe” mean the Miccosukee
Tribe of Indians of Florida, a tribe of American Indi-
ans recognized by the Unated States and organized
under section 16 of the Act of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat.
987, chapter 576; 25 U.S.C. 476) and recognized by
the State of Florida pursuant to chapter 285, Florida
Statutes.

(6) SECRETARY.—The term “Secretary” means
the Secretary of the Interior.

(7) SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT: AGREEMENT.—
The terms “Settlement Agreement” and “Agreement”™
mean the assemblage of documents entitled ““Settle-
ment Agreement” (with incorporated exhibits) that—

(A) addresses the lawsuit; and
(B)(1) was signed on August 28, 1996, by

Ben G. Watts (Secretary of the Florida Depart-

ment of Transportation) and Billy Cypress

(Chavrman of the Miccosukee Tribe); and
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(i1) after being signed, as described in
clause (1), was concurred in by the Board of
Trustees of the Internal Improvements Trust
Fund of the State of Florida.

(8) STATE OF FLORIDA.—The term “State of
Florida™ means—

(A) all agencies or departments of the State
of Florida, mcluding the Florida Department of
Transportation and the Board of Trustees of the
Internal Improvements Trust Fund; and

(B) the State of Florida as a governmental
entity.

SEC. 704. AUTHORITY OF SECRETARY. As Trustee for
